AVAILABILITY OF SERVICE - RESTRICTED 
The following lighting units and rates are available to municipal, county, state and Federal 
governments, including divisions thereof, and other bodies politic which have the authority to levy 
and collect general taxes, for the lighting of public streets and roads, public parks and other outdoor 
locations open to and reserved for general public use. This rate schedule will continue to be 
available to fixtures that were being served hereunder on July 1, 2004, and will not be available for 
the addition of new fixtures. 

CHARACTER OF SERVICE 
These rates cover electric lighting service to Company-owned and maintained street lighting 
equipment as hereinafter described. Service under these rates will be available on an automatically 
controlled dusk-to-dawn every-night schedule of approximately 4,000 hours per year, and only to 
the types of lighting units specified herein.
